All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The day before, the examiner and Mr. Park held an interview where 
proposed amendments were discussed. Mr. Park called the examiner again on 2/14/2007 to ask the examiner's 
opinion on other proposed amendments because he did not want to commit to limiting the language of the claim to just 
being a cellular phone. Mr. Park wanted to amend the preamble such that the claim was directed towards a wireless 
telephone network. The examiner stated that unless the body of the claim was such that weight must be given to what 
is in the preamble, the amendment probably would not overcome the art of record. Mr. Park stated he will make sure 
that the body of the claim tied into the preamble so that the wireless telephone network must be given weight. The 
examiner also noted that while the primary reference taught a telephone network, it was not a wireless network. Also, 
while the secondary implied a wireless network, it was not necessaarily a telephone network. As such, the examiner 
would have to update the search to see if it would have been obvious to modify the references of record at the time 
applicant's invention was made such that a wireless telephone network was used with a laptop or mobile computer as 
taught by the primary reference. As it currently stands, it would appear that the proposed amendment such that the 
mobile station is in a wireless telephone network overcomes the two reference used in the prior office action. 
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
